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1838-39 

Union  Institute,  formerly  a 
private  subscription  school,  is 
permanently  organized  by 
Methodists  and  Quakers  in 
northwest  Randolph  County 
under  the  leadership  of 
Brandey  York  (1805-1891). 

1842 

Braxton  Craven  (1822-1882) 
becomes  head  of  the  institu- 
tion. 


1851 

Incorporated  by  the  Legislature 
of  North  Carolina  as  Normal 
College,  with  graduates 
licensed  to  teach  in  the  public 
schools  of  the  state. 

1856 

Affiliated  with  the  North 
Carolina  Conference  of 
the  Methodist  Church,  with 
an  agreement  to  provide 
preministerial  education. 

1858 

Alumni  Association  officially 
chartered,  beginning  one  of  the 
oldest  organizations  in  service 
to  the  university. 

1859 

Name  changed  to  Trinity 
College.  Motto  Eruditio  et 
Religio  adopted. 

1871 

Chi  Phi  organized  with  assis- 
tance of  the  Alumni 
Association  as  first  student 
social  organization.  Alpha  Tau 
Omega  follows  in  1872  with 
Kappa  Sigma  in  1873. 

1878 

Mary,  Persis,  and  Theresa  Giles 
become  the  first  women  to  be 
awarded  degrees. 

1881 

Charles  J.  Soong  from  China 
enrolled  becoming  the  school's 
first  international  student. 

1887 

John  Franklin  Crowell  (1857- 
1931 )  is  elected  president.  Yale 
blue  is  adopted  as  the  school 
color  in  honor  of  CrowelTs 
alma  mater. 


1888 

First  football  game  played  with 
Trinity  defeating  the  University 
of  North  Carolina  16  to  0  on 
Thanksgiving  Day. 

1892 

College  relocated  to  Durham. 
The  Board  of  Trustees  accepts 
offer  of  Washington  Duke  and 
Julian  S.  Carr,  Durham  tobac- 
conists and  Methodist  laymen, 
to  move  the  college  to  their 
progressive  "New  South"  city. 
Duke  contributes  $85,000  for 
buildings  and  endowment  and 
Carr  donates  the  site  which  is 
now  East  Campus.  A  new  char- 
ter requires  that  one-third  of 
the  trustees  be  alumni. 

1894 

JohnC.  Kilgo  (1861-1922)  is 
elected  president  of  Trinity. 


1896 

Washington  Duke  contributes 
$100,000  for  endowment,  sup- 
plementing it  by  a  like  amount 
in  1899  and  1900.  With  the 
first  gift  he  urges  that  women, 
then  day  students  only,  be 
treated  equally  with  men.  A 
woman's  dorm  is  built 
promptly  and  named  the  Mary 
Duke  Building. 

Joseph  Smith  Maytubby  of 
Indian  Territory,  now 
Oklahoma,  becomes  the 
school's  first  native  American 
graduate. 
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1903 

Trinity  College  and  Professor 
John  Spencer  Bassett  become 
forever  associated  with  the  his- 
tory of  academic  freedom.  In  a 
pathfinding  case,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  turned  back  wide- 
spread appeals  for  Bassett's  dis- 
missal when  editorials  he  wrote 
for  a  scholarly  journal  ques- 
tioned the  prevailing  views  on 
race  relations.  Shortly  thereaf- 
ter, President  Theodore 
Roosevelt  extolled  Trinity's 
stand  in  a  campus  speech  while 
on  a  southern  political  tour. 

1904 

After  intermittent  periods  of 
instruction  in  law  in  the  19th 
century,  a  permanent  School  of 
Law  is  founded. 

1910 

William  Preston  Few  ( 1867- 
1940)  is  inaugurated  as  presi- 
dent of  Trinity. 

1917 

Charles  R.  Bagley  '14  is  selected 
as  college's  first  Rhodes 
Scholar. 

1919 

Phi  Beta  Kappa  chapter  char- 
tered with  the  first  installation 
of  members  in  1920. 

1924 

Name  changed  to  Duke  Uni- 
versity in  honor  of  Washington 
Duke  and  his  family.  This  tran- 
sition becomes  possible  when 
James  B.  Duke  formalizes  the 
family's  historic  pattern  of  phi- 
lanthropy with  the  creation  of 
The  Duke  Endowment,  a  $40- 
million  trust  fund,  the  annual 
income  of  which  is  to  be  dis- 
tributed in  North  and  South 
Carolina  among  hospitals,  or- 
phanages, the  United  Method- 
ist Church,  and  four  institu- 
tions of  higher  education,  the 
principal  one  being  a  new  uni- 
versity built  around  Trinity 
College. 


1925-27 

Campus  rebuilt  with  the  addi- 
tion of  eleven  red  brick  Geor- 
gian-style buildings. 

1926 

The  School  of  Religion  now  the 
Divinity  School,  the  first  new 
school  of  the  new  university, 
opened. 

1927-30 

Spectacular  Gothic  campus  of 
native  Hillsborough  stone  built 
one  mile  west  to  house  the  un- 
dergraduate Trinity  College  for 
men  and  professional  schools. 

1928 

Ph.D.  degree  awarded  for  the 
first  time. 

1930 

The  Woman's  College  opens 
on  East  Campus,  and  Trinity 
College  and  the  School  of 
Medicine  and  Hospital  open 
on  West  Campus. 

1932 

Chapel  first  used  at  com- 
mencement, although  it  is  not 
completely  finished  and  dedi- 
cated until  1935. 
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1939 

Sarah  P.  Duke  Gardens  dedi- 
cated. 

College  of  Engineering  orga- 
nized out  of  long-standing  en- 
gineering curriculum.  In  1966, 
the  name  is  changed  to  School 
of  Engineering  in  recognition 
of  its  program  in  graduate 
study  and  research  and  profes- 
sional status. 

1941 

Robert  Lee  Flowers  ( 1870- 
1951)  is  elected  president  of 
Duke. 

1949 

A.  Hollis  Edens  (1901-1968) 
becomes  president  of  Duke. 

1953 

Inauguration  of  the  James  B. 
Duke  Professorships  with  the 
announcement  of  thirteen  ini- 
tial appointments.

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1954 

Newly  completed  administra- 
tion building  named  for 
George  G.  Allen. 

1955 

Renovated  and  renamed  Flow- 
ers Building  dedicated  for  use 
by  the  Student  Union,  a  stu- 
dent-led organization  that 
planned  and  carried  out  cam- 
pus-wide recreational  and  cul- 
tural activities. 


In  World  War  I  the  Chasseurs  Alpins 
or  "Blue  Devils"  were  well  known 
French  soldiers.  They  first  gained 
attention  when  their  unique  train- 
ing and  alpine  knowledge  was 
counted  upon  to  break  the  stale- 
mate of  trench  warfare  in  their 
native  region  of  the  French  Alps. 

Unfortunately,  the  Vosges 
Campaign  in  March  1915  failed  to 
alter  the  status  quo  even  though 
the  Blue  Devils  won  accolades  for 
their  courage.  However,  their  dis- 
tinctive blue  uniforms  with  flowing 
cape  and  jaunty  beret  captured 
public  imagination. 

When  the  United  States  entered  the 
war,  units  of  the  French  Blue  Devils 
toured  the  country  helping  raise 
money  in  the  war  effort.  Irving 
Berlin  captured  their  spirit  in  song 
describing  them  as  "strong  and 
active,  most  attractive. ..those 
Devils,  the  Blue  Devils  of  France." 

As  the  war  was  ending  in  Europe, 
the  Trinity  College  Board  of 
Trustees  lifted  its  quarter  century 
ban  of  football  on  campus.  After 
playing  an  intramural  schedule  for 
one  year,  Trinity  began  intercolle- 
giate competition  in  1920.  That 
first  year  the  traditional  nomencla- 
ture of  the  Trinity  Eleven,  the  Blue 
and  White  or  the  Methodists  (as 
opposed  to  the  Baptists  of  Wake 
Forest)  described  the  team. 

In  September  1921,  the 
student  newspaper,  the  Trinity 
Chronicle,  launched  a  campaign  for 
a  "catchy  name,  one  of  our  own 
possession  that  would  be  instantly 
recognizable  nationwide  in  songs, 
yells  and  publicity."  At  a  campus 
pep  rally  to  stir  up  enthusiasm  it 
was  pointed  out  that  Georgia  Tech 
was  gaining  recognition  as  the 
"Golden  Tornados"  and  that  rival 
North  Carolina  State  College  had 
recently  adopted  the  name  "Wolf 
Pack."  There  were  numerous  nomi- 
nations including  Catamounts, 
Grizzlies,  Badgers,  Dreadnaughts 
and  Captains,  which  was  in  honor 
of  Coach  W.  W.  "Cap"  Card. 

Believing  a  choice  utilizing  the 
school  colors  of  dark  blue  and 
white  to  be  appropriate,  the  news- 
paper editors  urged  a  selection 
from  among  the  nominations  of 
Blue  Titans,  Blue  Eagles,  Polar 
Bears,  Blue  Devils,  Royal  Blazes,  or 
Blue  Warriors.  None  of  the  nomina- 
tions won  strong  favor,  but  Blue 
Devils  apparently  had  enough  sup- 
port to  elicit  the  criticism  that  it 
would  arouse  opposition  on  the 
Methodist  campus  "for  obvious 
reasons,"  and  that  it  might  jeopar- 
dize football  if  a  controversial 


name  were  used  at  that  particular 
time.  The  football  season  passed 
with  no  official  selection  of  a 

As  the  campus  leaders  from  the 
Class  of  1923  made  plans  for  their 
senior  year,  they  decided  to 
select  a  name  since  the  desired 
results  by  democratic  nomination 
and  vote  had  been  inconclusive. 

The  editors  of  the  Archive  and 
Chanticleer  agreed  that  the  news- 
paper staff  should  choose  a  name 
and  "put  it  over."  Thus  William  H. 
Lander,  as  editor-in-chief, 
and  Mike  Bradshaw,  as  managing 
editor,  of  the  Trinity  Chronicle 
began  the  academic  year  1922-23 
referring  to  the  athletic  teams  as 
the  Blue  Devils. 

Their  class  had  been  the  first 
post-war  freshmen,  and  the  stu- 
dent body  was  full  of  returning 
veterans,  so  the  name  needed  no 
explanation.  Acknowledging  that 
it  was  somewhat  unpopular,  they 
nevertheless  believed  it  to  be  the 
best  name  nominated. 

Neither  the  college  press  nor  the 
cheerleaders  used  the  name  that 
first  year.  In  fact,  the  Chanticleer 
made  fun  of  the  selection  and 
process  by  quoting  someone  say- 
ing "We  will  use  blew  devvies 
even  if  no  one  else  does."  Much 
to  the  editor's  surprise  no  opposi- 
tion materialized,  not  even  from 
the  college  administration.  The 
Chronicle  staff  continued  its  use 
and  through  repetition,  Blue 
Devils  eventually  caught  on. 

Today  the  origin  of  the 
university  mascot  is  virtually  for- 
gotten even  though  its  instant, 
national  recognition  has  long 
been  established.  With  the  popu- 
lar Red  Devil  mascot  frequently 
being  challenged  throughout 
the  country,  the  origin  of  Duke's 
Blue  Devil  is  one  of  the  most 
often  requested  items  of 
information  in  the  University 
Archives.  Questioners  are 
universally  surprised  to  discover 
its  origin  is  more  military  and 
patriotic  than  religious.

Approximately  1500  students 
and  faculty  join  a  prolonged 
nonviolent  Silent  Vigil  in  the 
Main  Quadrangle  in  front  of 
the  Chapel.  Beginning  as  a 
memorial  upon  hearing  of  the 
assassination  of  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.,  the  protest  focuses 
upon  campus  issues  of  a  mini- 
mum wage  and  collective  bar- 
gaining for  custodial  and  din- 
ing hall  employees. 

Major  innovative  curriculum 
revision  phased  in  with  the 
number  of  courses  replacing 
semester  hours  as  graduation 
requirements,  and  with  much 
greater  emphasis  on  flexibility 
of  course  selection,  tutorials, 
and  small  group  learning  expe- 
riences.

Art  Museum  dedicated  on  East 
Campus. 

School  of  Business 
Administration,  the  last  of  the 
schools  requested  by  James  B. 
Duke,  established.  The  name 
was  changed  to  the  Fuqua 
School  of  Business  in  honor  of 
benefactor  John  Brooks  Fuqua 
in  1983. 

A  major  library  addition, 
named  in  honor  of  William  R. 
Perkins,  opens,  permitting  the 
doubling  of  every  library  ser- 
vice. 

A.  Hollis  Edens  Residence 
Halls  and  Paul  M.  Gross 
Chemical  Laboratory  named. 

Terry  Sanford  (1917-1998), 
former  governor  of  North 
Carolina,  is  elected  president  of 
Duke. 

1972 

Student  membership  on  the 
Board  of  Trustees  initiated. 

Merger  of  The  Woman's 
College  and  Trinity  College 
into  Trinity  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 


1974 

Mary  Duke  Biddle  Music 
Building  dedicated. 

1981 

Duke  Hospital  North 
dedicated. 

1982 

Joseph  M.  and  Kathleen  Price 
Bryan  University  Center  dedi- 
cated. 

1983 

Women's  Studies  Program 
established. 

Mary  Lou  Williams  Center  for 
Black  Culture  dedicated. 

1984 

Nancy  Hogshead  wins  one 
silver  and  three  gold  medals  in 
swimming  in  the  1984 
Olympics. 

Dedication  of  the  Nello  L.  Teer 
Engineering  Library. 

1985 

H.  Keith  H.  Brodie  (1939-  )  is 
inaugurated  as  Duke's  presi- 
dent. 

1986 

Men's  soccer  team  wins  Duke's 
first  NCAA  championship. 


1988 

The  Board  of  Trustees  adds 
sexual  orientation  to  its  list  of 
protected  minority  categories. 
The  amendment  to  Duke's 
Equal  Opportunity  Policy  and 
policy  on  non-discrimination 
now  states  "...the  policy  of 
Duke  University  shall  be  to 
prohibit  discrimination 
because  of  sexual  orientation 
or  preference  in  education, 
employment  and  in  all  other 
aspects  of  the  operation  and 
life  of  the  University." 

1989 

Dedication  of  Schaefer  House, 
first  dorm  built  since  1960's. 

1991 

The  men's  basketball  team, 
after  advancing  to  the  NCAA 
Final  Four  for  the  eighth  time, 
wins  its  first  national  champi- 
onship. 

The  women's  golf  team 
advances  to  the  NCAA  finals. 

The  women's  tennis  team  ad- 
vances to  the  NCAA  finals 
three  of  the  last  four  years. 

1992 

The  men's  basketball  team 
wins  its  second  NCAA  champi- 
onship. 

Duke  Chapel's  sixty-year-old 
carillon  rededicated  after  a 
major  restoration  by  The 
John  Taylor  Company  of 
Loughborough,  England,  the 
same  company  that  cast  and 
installed  the  original  carillon 
in  1932. 


Library  holdings  at  Duke 
increased  to  four  million 
volumes. 

1993 

Nannerl  Overholser  Keohane 
(1940  -  )  is  inaugurated  as 
Duke's  eighth  president  and 
the  institution's  thirteenth 
president. 

1994 

Dedication  of  the  Leon  Levine 
Science  Research  Center. 

New  building  for  the  Terry 
Sanford  Institute  of  Public 
Policy  dedicated,  formerly  the 
Institute  of  Policy  Sciences  and 
Public  Affairs  founded  in  1971. 

1995 

Capping  a  successful  1994  sea- 
son (8-3),  the  football  team 
plays  in  the  Hall  of  Fame  Bowl, 
Duke's  eighth  bowl  appearance 
and  first  since  1989. 

Academic  year  opens  with  East 
Campus  primarily  for  first  year 
students.  Living  groups  in  the 
new  dorms,  the  first  opened  on 
East  in  over  thirty  years, 
named  Randolph  in  honor  of 
Randolph  County,  the  original 
location  of  Trinity  College,  and 
Blackwell  after  Blackwell  Park, 
the  Durham  County  fair- 
ground and  site  donated  in 
1892  for  the  relocated  campus. 

School  of  the  Environment  is 
renamed  the  Nicholas  School 
of  the  Environment  in  recogni- 
tion of  a  $20  million  gift  by 
Peter  M.  Nicholas,  Trinity 
graduate  in  the  class  of  1964. 
The  gift,  the  largest  exclusively 
for  endowment  in  the  history 
of  Duke,  supports  a  school 
with  an  emphasis  on  interdisci- 
plinary study  which  has 
evolved  from  the  founding  of 
the  School  of  Forestry  and  the 
Duke  Marine  Lab  in  1938. 


1996 

Upgrades  to  campus  recre- 
ational facilities  are  begun  with 
the  opening  of  the  Keith  and 
Brenda  Brodie  Recreational 
Center  on  East  Campus. 

Duke  is  ranked  #4  in  the  U.  S. 
News  and  World  Report  sur- 
vey, its  highest  ranking  ever. 

Anne  and  Robert  Bass,  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 
Trinity  College,  donate  $10 
million  for  a  challenge  gift 
aimed  at  supporting  under- 
graduate education. 

Robert  Coleman  Richardson, 
Ph.D. '66,  is  a  winner  of  the 
Nobel  prize  in  physics. 

1997 

Duke  climbed  to  a  tie  with  Yale 
at  #3  in  the  U.S.  News  and 
World  Report  survey  of  the  top 
universities  in  the  country. 

Continuing  upgrades  for  cam- 
pus recreational  facilities,  con- 
struction begins  on  the  Gary  L. 
Wilson  and  Barbera  Thornhill 
recreational  center  on  West 
Campus. 

The  Nicholas  School  of  the 
Environment  received  $2.1 
million  in  grants  and  fellow- 
ships from  the  Doris  Duke 
Charitable  Foundation. 

1998 

Neil  A.  Hattangadi  B.S.E.'99 
named  Duke's  28th  Rhodes 
scholar,  marking  the  sixth  con- 
secutive year  a  Duke  student 
has  won. 

Duke  officials  launched  a  $1.5 
billion  fund-raising  campaign, 
to  conclude  by  December  31, 
2003. 
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From  1925  to  1930,  East  Campus 
was  Duke  University.  Even  while 
the  new  buildings  were  going  up, 
instruction  continued,  with  five 
classes  graduating  during  that 
time.  Duke  University  was  formed 
in  1924  around  Trinity  College, 
a  school  that  had  been  established 
in  1838  in  Randolph  County,  N.C., 
and  which  had  moved  to  Durham  in 
1892.  The  tract  of  land  that 
became  Trinity's  campus  had  been 
the  city's  fairgrounds;  a  racetrack 
was  located  about  where  Daldwin 
Auditorium  now  stands.  Leaders  of 
Durham's  tobacco  industry  support- 
ed the  College.  Julian  S.  Carr 
donated  the  property,  and 
Washington  Duke  provided  funds 
for  the  move  and  for  buildings. 
Three  of  the  original  structures  are 
still  in  use.  Epworth  Inn,  a 
residence  hall,  and  Crowed 
Science  Building,  now  used  by  the 
Division  of  Student  Affairs,  were 
built  in  1892.  The  Ark,  built  in 
1898,  was  the  site  of  the  second 
intercollegiate  basketball  game  in 
the  state — Trinity  versus  Wake 
Forest  in  1906  (Wake  won,  24-10). 
It  has  also  served  as  a  bowling 
alley,  a  dining  hall,  and  student 
activities  center. 


In  1896,  Trinity's  President,  John 
C.  Kilgo,  invited  the  noted  African 
American  educator  Booker  T. 
Washington  to  speak.  Trinity  there- 
by became  the  first  white  institu- 
tion of  higher  education  in  the 
South  to  host  him.  In  1905 
President  Theodore  Roosevelt  visit- 
ed the  campus,  and  praised  the 
faculty  and  trustees  for  their  pio- 
neering stand  on  academic  freedom 
in  the  Bassett  Affair  of  1903.  As 
Trinity's  reputation  and  enrollment 
grew,  so  too  did  the  campus.  By 
1903,  it  consisted  of  twelve  build- 
ings. In  1904  the  Law  School  was 
founded,  and  housed  in  the  East 
Duke  Building.  The  statue  of  The 
Sower,  in  front  of  East  Duke 
Building,  was  given  by  Washington 
Duke's  son,  James  B.,  in  1905. 
Several  professors  lived  on 
"Faculty  Row"  inside  the  campus 
wall,  a  few  yards  west  of  the  pre- 
sent Buchanan  Boulevard.  The  wall 
was  a  gift  of  another  of  Washington 
Duke's  sons,  Benjamin;  East 
Campus  has  been  called  his 
unmarked  monument. 


In  1924,  the  University  was  found- 
ed, being  named  in  honor  of 
Washington  Duke.  James  B.  Duke, 
who  had  made  fortunes  in  both  the 
tobacco  and  electrical  power 
industries,  provided  $19  million  for 
building  and  equipping  the  new 
school.  In  1930,  the  Woman's 
College  of  Duke  University  opened 
on  the  Georgian-style  East  Campus, 
and  Trinity  College  for  men  and  the 
University's  graduate  and  profes- 
sional schools  opened  on  the 
Gothic-style  West  Campus.  In  1972, 
the  men  and  women's  colleges 
were  merged  to  form  our  present 
Trinity  College  of  Arts  and 
Sciences. 

Student  life  on  East  has  been 
shaped  by  the  arts,  by  engineering, 
public  service,  and  alternative  resi- 
dential arrangements.  In  fact,  our 
first  co-ed  dorm  was  established 
there  in  1896,  thanks  to  a  donation 
from  Washington  Duke,  who 
favored  equal  educational  opportu- 
nities for  men  and  women.  There 
were  not  enough  women  students 
enrolled  to  fill  the  new  women's 
dorm,  so  President  (later  Bishop) 
Kilgo  hand-picked  male  students  to 
occupy  the  vacant  rooms.  In  the 
1930s,  Engineering  students  lived 
in  Southgate,  and  took  most  of 
their  classes  on  East;  the  Branson 
Building  once  housed  an  engineer- 
ing lab. 

Wilson  House,  between  the  present 
Art  Museum  and  the  Union,  has 
been  a  site  of  a  number  of  innova- 
tive housing  experiments.  The 
dorm's  residents  offered  a  number 
of  house  courses,  and  produced 
The  Wilsonian,  a  highly  regarded 
dorm  publication.  In  1970-71 
SHARE  (The  Student  House  for 
Academic  and  Residential 
Experimentation)  was  started  in 
Wilson  House.  It  later  moved  to 
Epworth,  where  the  residents  had 
been  offering  courses  and  work- 
shops in  weaving,  silk  screening, 
and  film.  Duke's  Institute  of  the 
Arts  was  established  in  1981  to 
integrate  the  arts  into  the  educa- 
tional process,  particularly  at  the 
undergraduate  level.  It's  located  in 
the  Bivins  Building,  and  has  hosted 
an  Open  House  for  the  Arts,  held  in 
the  fall. 


Due  perhaps  to  its  proximity  to 
downtown  Durham,  East  Campus 
has  often  housed  our  public  and 
civic  service  organizations.  Trinity 
students  helped  stock  Durham's 
woodpile  for  the  poor  during  the 
harsh  winter  of  1918.  During  World 
War  II,  Woman's  College  students 
formed  the  College  Organization  for 
General  Service  (COGS)  which 
assisted  Duke  and  Durham  in  the 
war  effort.  Now  the  Community 
Service  Center  has  its  offices 
behind  the  Crowell  Building,  and 
continues  the  traditional  town- 
gown  cooperation  between  Duke 
and  Durham. 

The  Trinity  campus  has  seen  a  full 
range  of  the  collegiate  life  and 
continues  its  role  as  a  vital  part  of 
Duke  University  and  a  reminder  of 
its  roots.  Now  members  of  the 
Class  of  2003  are  invited  to  con- 
tribute their  experiences  to  the 
ongoing  history  of  the  East 
Campus.
